DISTRIBUTION GUESS WORK

New Laws for Assessing of Public
Utilities In Idaho Confusing.

OOMf d'Alene. County Attorney
N. P. Wernette has received a letter
from Attorney General J. H. Peterson
In reply to his Inquiry asking for In-

formation relative to the matter which
Indicates that the county authorities
will he forced to resort to guesswork
In distributing the assessments on
certain public utilities to school, rond
districts, towns and cities on the tnx
assessment rolls for the current year.

The public utilities directly con-

cerned are the Northern Pacific rail-

way, the Washington Wntpr Powpr
company, the Western Union Tele-
graph company. Postal and Continent-
al Telegraph companies The law re-

quires the assessment ngnlnst each
compnny to he distributed to the vari-

ous districts on the basis of mileage
In the district.
